Three thousand members for the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and a 
greater fund for carrying on the grow- 
ing work of the organization is the 
goal of the three-day campaign to be 
begun Tuesday by 125 or more enthu- 
siastie members, under the leadership 
of Roy LeCraw. 

Officers and directors of the cham- 
ber have realized for a long time that 
the funds available for its work have 
not been commensurate with the stead- 
ily-increasing demands; that mem- 
bership in the chamber has not kept 
pace with the city’s growth. The 
chamber has preferred not to carry 
on annual “drives” to build up its 
membership, as experienc@:has shown 
that “high pressure” solicitation has 
rarely built up a substantial and per- 
manent membership. 

This weeks campaign will not be 
a general round-up of every man who 
will sign a card. It wiil be a cam- 
paign among selected prospects, the 

list including only such substantial 
' corporations, firms and individuals as 
ean afford to contribute to the sup- 
port of the chamber of commerce, not 
only this year but in the future. It is 
realized that a great many such pros- 
pects have never been directly invited 
to join the chamber, and it is expected 
that almost every prospect to be can- 
vassed this week will accept the invi- 
tation. 

To Open At Dinner. 

The campaign will be opened at 6 
oclock Tuesday night with a “pep” 
dinner of all workers, with officers 
and directors, at the chamber of coin- 
merce, Prospect cards will be distribut- 
ed and ferrifory assigned. Active 
work will start Wednesday and con- 
tinue through Friday. No outside 
money-raising organization has been 
retained, and ‘the entire campaign will 
be handled by the chamber of com- 
merce mmebers and emplovees, with 
practically no “overhead” to absorb 
the funds, 

Roy LeCraw, chairman in charge, 
has been hard at work for several 
weeks, assisted by a group of other 
workers, preparing prospect lists and 
organizing the forces. The meeting 
last week of the directors of the 
chamber was devoted almost entirely 
to plans for the campaign.

Twenty-six pages of the book are 
devoted .to the prohibition issue and 
the chapter includes’ extracts fromm 
Governor Smith’s correspondence on 
the subject and from the nominees 
speeches. The book is to be issued 
next week. 

“So far as the party’s presidential 
candidate is concerned personally,” the 
announcement said, “the three main 
facts that stand out in the record 
are that he is absolutely oppesed tu 
the return of the saloon as the most 
pronounced dry could ‘be; that he 
pledges himself to enforce the existing 
prohibition law to the limit of his ca- 
pacity, and that if elected he will 
suggest to congress and the country 
at large a different method which, in 
his opinion, will be more conducive 
to true temperance in the United 
States than the present system.” 

No Attack on Prohibition. 

The book does not attack prohibi- 

tion, but there is a long chapter de- 


voted to the alleged failure of the 
Harding-Coolidge administration to en- 
force the law. here are statistics 
purporting to show that arrests for 
drunkenness have virtually doubled in 
the seven years of republican meth- 
ods of enforcement; that prisons are 
more crowded than ever, that various 
indices show great increase of intem- 
perance, crime and illicit liquor trat- 
fic. The indices, the announcement 
said, were taken from such sources 
as the United States census, state 
prison reports and official recofds 
of charity organizations. 

Concerning the republican candi- 
date’s stand on prohibition the hand- 
book says: ' 

“But the most amazing thing abont 
Candidate Hoover’s public reference to 
prohibition is his admission now that 
there have been grave abuses and that 
now, seven years and a halfé after 
those abuses began, under his own 
nose and eyes in the president’s enbi- 
net chamber, there should be a study 
of the matter to find out what the 
abuses -really are. and to end them. 
General Andrews, Major Mills and 
Emory R. Buckner. all good republic- 
ans, told what those abuses were a 
long time ago and nothing came of 
it. If Mr. Hoover. as an engineer, 
had shown the same delay. the sam» 
assenting to wrong in his professional 
affairs that have characterized his 
conduct as a cabinet minister in the 
matter of prohibition he never wonld 
have been heard of outside of West 
Branch, Towa, and Palo Alto. Cal.” 


Mellon Has Booze in Home. 


“When Mr. Hardine hecame presi- 
dent he made Mr. Mellon hia secre- 
tary of the treasury with full exeri- 
tive authority in the matter of pro- 
hibition enforcement.’ the handbook 
Says, “When Mr. Mellon moved from 
his home in Pittsbureh to W ashin«- 
ton, he sent his stock of wines and fi- 
quors along with his oil paintings in 
a moving van, It Wwas-pre-war stuff. 
some. of it made in Mr. Mellon's own 
distillery. and he had a complete le- 
eal right to keep and use it in his 
Pittsburgh home. That movine van 
might well be taken as a symbol of 
the republican attitude toward pro- 
hibition.” 

The handbook recalls that Presidert 
Coolidge called the governors of all 
the states to Washington for a con- 
ference on licuor law enforcement and 
adds. “two of the governors kent that 
promise, One of the two was Gar- 
ernor Alfred FE. Smith. of New York.” 
“Fle called the promised eonference 
in Albany in February. 1924.” the 
handbook continues, “when he said, 
‘There is one thing we cannot dis- 
agree on and that fs that unless the 
constitution is obeyed and sustained 
In its every letter, it ean serve na 
useful nurpose. The eichteenth amend- 
ment is a part of that constitution 
and just as sacred as any other part.

The despatches published here from 
the south frankly reveal the strife 
there between Smith and anti-Smith 
democrats. It is too early in the 
campaign, however, to accept condi- 
tions now existing -as certain to en- 
dure until election day, Party regu- 
larity is already inflnencing mauy 
early bolters to return to the fold. 

-Maine Has No Effect. 

Nevertheless, North Carolina. Flor- 
ida and Alabama must be considered 
fighting ground, judging from the re- 
ports, while the border states of Marv- 
land, Kentucky and Tennessee are, on 
the same authority. as likely te go for 
Hoover as for Smith. The situation 
in the south, whether It resuits in elec- 
toral votes for Hooyer or not. prom- 
ises to be the most interesting. as it 
surely will be the most intense, of the 
whole country.

moted by relatively easy Liverpool ca- 
bles and reports of good weather in 
the south. December contracts 
down to 17.54, a net decline of 16 
points and a break of about $9 per 
bale from the high price last bureau 
day.

The opening was easy at a de- 
cline of 8 to 10 points in response 
to the lower Liverpool cables and 
s00n showed net losses of 12 to 14 
points. Stop orders were uncovered 
by the break below 17 1-2 cents for 
December contracts, and after their 
execution the market stiffened up a 
few points on trade buying and cov- 
ering. 

Demand Is Light. 

Demand was in small volume, how- 
ever, and prices weakened = again, 
reaching the lowest levels of the day 
in late trading, when October sold to 
17.41 and March to 17.380. 

There-was servousness over the fur- 
ther course of the tropical storm dur- 
Ing early trading, but the most gen- 
eral impression appeared to be that 
it was not likely to reach the belt, 
and the possibility evidently failed to 
create much buying power. ‘The 
weather situation otherwise was con- 
sidered generally favorable, and the 
improved conditions noted during the 
past two or three days are supposed 
to be encouraging a more optimistic 
view of the crop. 

Unfavorable Advices. 

Further unfavorable crop advices 
were received, but the complaints 
were Jess numerous than recently, aud 
for the moment, at least, the atten- 
tion of traders seems to have shifted 
partially from the study of crop pros- 
pects to the increasing new crop move- 
ment. : 

Trade buying was reported in large

They 
also -reported that business in cotton 
cloths and yarns was restricted with 
lower prices expected. 

The amount of cotton on shipboard 
awaiting clearance at the end of the 
week was estimated at 56,582 bales 
against 79,583 last year. 


COTTON PRICES 
ON DOWNGRADE. 

New Orleans, September 15.—)— 
Cotton prices were on the downgrade 
for. most of today’s short session un- 
der hedging, selling on poor Liver- 
pool cables and some liquidation over 
the week-end. Although there was a 
‘moderate rally in the second hour, 
prices started downward again and 
made new lows right at the end, when 
December contracts reached and closed 
at 16.78, net 17 points down for the 
day. The general market closed 
steady at a net decline of 15 to 1% 
points. sie 

The opening was easier in sympathy 
with lower Liverpool cables. First 
trades showed losses of ¥ to 14 points 
and there was some additional offer- 
ings thrown on the market after the 
start, probably due to the continued 
fair weather in the belt. There was 
also evidences of week-end liquida- 
tiom during initial trading and Octo- 
ber eventually sold off to 16.68, De- 
cember 16.75 and January 16.50, or 
14 to 17 points below yesterday’s 
close, 

In the second hour there was mod- 
erate covering by shorts owing to un- 
easiness over the probable course of 
the tropical storm and October re- 
covered to 16.76, with active months 
generally six to eight points above 
the lows.

MARKET PRICES HIGHER THAN AUGUST QUOTA 
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FEED MARKETS 
— QUIET FOR WEEK

The feed market with the exception 
of wheat mill feeds and gluten feed 
Was weak and seasonally inactive, ac- 
cording to the grain, hay and feed 
market news service of the bureau of 
agricultural economics. An advance in 
the prices of wheat feeds was evident 
as demand improved, particularly for 
standard middlings. Other heavier 
feeds were unchanged in eastern mar- 
kets, but higher in central west. Glu- 
ten feed and meal was firm but hominy 
was weak. Alfalfa meal quotations 
were unchanged. 


Concentrate 


feed markets were 
Weak and-inactive. Cottonseed meal 
Was generally quiet, with buyers 
awaiting larger new crop movement. 
Light offerings met a slow demand. 
The produetion of cottonseed cake and 
meal during the month of August was 
small and totaled only about 34,700 
tons compared with 72,260 tons for 
the corresponding month a year ago. 
67,300-Ton Supply. 

This output with stocks at the be- 
ginning of August, which were report- 
ed at about 32,600 tons, made a total 
supply of about 67,300 tons, from 
which 47,570 tons were shipped out 
_to the trade. Approximately 19,800 
tons of cake and meal were on hand 
at the mills September 1, compared 
with 44,142 tons for the corresponding 
month last season and 89,711 tons on 
September 1, 1926. Mills received dur- 
ing the month of August about 169,500 
tons of cottonseed. From these re- 
ceipts and stocks of cottonseed at mills 
at the beginning of August of 21,780 
tons about 73,795 tons were crushed, 
Jeaving on hand at mills September 1, 
117,485 tons of cottonseed, eompared 
with 205,433 tons a year ago. Crush- 
ings during August were considerably 
smaller than the average seasonal 
amount, 1924-1928, indicating late- 
ness of crop and slow demand. 

From the indicated total cotton pro- 
duction on September 1 approximately 
650,000 tons more cottonseed than last 
season is potentially available. Based 
on cake and meal outturn in the past. 
this additional seed supply would in- 
dicate about 250,000 tons more cotton- 
seed cake and meal for the coming sea- 
son, but with present small stocks the 
total available supply may only be 
about. 200,000 tons more than last 


year. 

| Hay Demand Better. 

The recent demand for feed and 
hay has improved in the southwest. 
Soft winter wheat bran was quoted at 
Atlanta on September 11 at $34.50 per 
ton, or 50c higher than last week. 
Gray shorts were quoted unchanged at 
$41.50. Corn feed meal was* selling at 
$42 per ton; gluten feed $49, and lin- 
seed meal $54.50; 36 per cent protein 
cottonseed meal was quoted at $339 per 
ton, with October shipment $4 lower. 
Hulls were bringing $10 per ton and 
October shipment $7 per ton._ 

The hay market showed considerable 
firmness, with fairly liberal offerings 
meeting a good demand. With the ex- 
ception of prairie hay prices were 
generally unchanged to higher. Hay 
quotations were unchanged at Atlanta 
with U. S. No. 1 alfalfa quoted at 
$34 per ton and U. S. No. 1 timothy 
at $253.50 per ton. Johnson hay was 
nominally quoted at $19 per ton.

New York, September 14.—(/)—

The sharply upward trend of the 
onion market continued into early 
September. Southern cabbage has 
been selling at fairly high prices in. 
northern markets. Peaches, melons: 
and contaloupes brought higher prices 
near the end of their market season. 
Produce markets continued active and 
carlot shipments are well above 3,000 
carloads daily of the leading fruits 
and vegetables, which as 
show about the usual seasonal in- 
creases with a combined weekly move- 
ment fully equal to that of a year 
ago. Prices of most lines. except po- 
tatoes and the tree fruits, begin the 
fall_serson at a higher level than in 
UZ. 

_ Sweet Potatoes Higher. 
Virginia Eastern Shore sweet pota- 
toes reached top price of $6 per bar- 
rel in New York the second week of 
September owing to light market sup- 
plies in that city. The rise was lesy 
pronounced in other northern markets, 
but there were various gains 6f 00 
cents to $2 per barrel. Midwestern 
markets showed little change. Ship- 
ments of sweet potatoes -have been 
light for weeks past, owing to wet 
weather in leading eastern shipping 
districts. There is no shortage in the 
crop, Which, according to the Septem- 
ber forecast, is slightly above the five- 
year average, although it falls short 
of last season's heavy production by 
some twelve million Dustels. The 
States shipping heavily to northern 
markets, including Virginia and Mary- 
land, have crops nearly as large as a 
year ago. New Jersey and Delaware, 
which ship quantities of late storage 
potatoes, have crops somewhat larger 
than last season. Severe decrenses are 
mainly in the southern states. notably 
a shrinkage of over two million bush- 
els in Texas and about the same de- 
crease in Louisiana and in Arkansas. 
More moderate decreases are shown 
in the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida and 
Tennessee, ‘Tennessee and Kentucky, 
Which ship liberally to middle western 
markets, have crops somewhat larger 
than in 1927, according to this fore- 
cast. A part of the sharp advance of 
prices in early September was stil] re- 
tained toward the middle of the month 
when Virginia stock still sold at $5 
per bushel in’ New York. Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati, and ranged 33.50 to 
9 in other large cities.

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RS. FELTON HITS 
W.O.1.U. POLITICS 


Cartersville, Ga., September 15.— 
(Special).—As one of the oldest mili- 
tant temperance workers in Georgia, 
Mrs. Rebecca Lattimer Felton, in her 
address introducing former Senator 
Thomas W. Hardwick here today, de- 
elared that she is “grieved to know 
that some Georgia women are now 
dragging a clean, white’ and much 
honored organization into the mire 
and filth of dirty politics, in a mud- | 
slinging campaign.” 

The aged woman, only one of her 
sex ever to wear the toga of a United 
States senator, severely criticized the 
tendency of some church leaders in 
the south to involve ‘the church in po- 
litical campaigns: 

“IT deplore the attitude of some of | 
our pulpiteers and of Southern Meth- 


odist women,” she declared, “who have 
succeeded in getting on the Hoover 
electoral ticket, with violent accusa- 
tions against the Tammanyites who 
were brave defenders of the south, 
and where I know they are now mis- 
taken.” 


Mrs. Felton commended Dr. Hubert}. 


Work, campaign manager for Hoover, 
for denguncing the recent “slander- 
ous attacks on Governor Al Smith’s 
character and conduct.” 

The Old Church Creed. 

In introducing Senator Hardwick. 
who spoke in favor of the candidacy 
of the New York governor, severely 
scoring what he characterized as re- 
ligious bigotry as the only opposition 
to Smith, Mrs. Felton said, in part: 

“T came to Cartersville on October 
12, 1853, and since that day the peo- 
ple of Bartow county have been my 
people and all their interests—social, 
religious or political—have been my 
interests. This was 75 years ago. I 
had heen a member of the M. E. 
church, south, more than two years 
when my husband handed in my 
church letter, and it is well to say 
that Dr. W. H. Felton came here in 
November 1847 when there was not 
a hotel or a schoolhouse or church 
building in this town. 

“By: the direction of many Meth- 
odist bishops, we are expected to re- 
cite the Apostles’ Creed,.all standing, 
as our Methodist order of * worship. 
This Apostles’ Creed closed with the 
following: ‘I believe in the Holy 
(ihost, the Holy Catholic church, the 
eommunion of saints, the forgiveness 
of sin, the resurrection of the body 
and the life everlasting. Amen!’ 

“The hymn book was prepared and 
signed by twelve southern Methodist 
bishops and more of northern Meth- 
odist bishops and laymen, 26 in all. 
They commended it to their churches 
and we Methodists saw the names of 
two native Georgia bishops, namely, 
J. S. Key and W. A. Candler, signed 
thereto. This is my story today of 
what I know of the churches in the 
early days. 

Mud-Slinging Flayed. 

“T was a pioneer in temperance 
work in this state. I joined at a W. 
(. T. U. convention held in Macon,

Mr. Howell forthwith announced that another trophy would be 
awarded on the same terms as the first one: That when that one was 
won there would be another and another if it would have anything at 
all to do with bringing Tech and Georgia together on the gridiron each 
year in such exciting, thrilling and interesting football games as have 
characterized the past three seasons. 

This time the finest trophy ever offered in a sporting event in the 
south has been procured. It is a beautiful thing of sterling silver, 
plated inside with gold and having an overall height of something like 
three feet. © 

Its loveliness and beauty practically defy description in mere words. 
But turn to the rotegravure section of this issue of The Constitution 
and you will see on the front page a picture of this beautiful trophy, 
with the winged figure of victory capping its graceful, stately beauty. 

The cup bears the following inscription: 

“University of Georgia. School of Technology.

But the changes that attract most 
attention are the changes in basebull 
geography. — 

Dayton to Pass. 


The Central league, revived this sea- 
son, likely will make at least one 
change. Dayton, its largest city, has 
failed to support a pennant contender. 
It is said that crowds of not more than 
200 fans often saw week-day games, 
Only twice have Sunday crowds 
reached the mark of 3,000. 

The Dayton club is owned by the 
St. Louis Cardinal organization. 
Branch Rickey and associates won't 
stand for such a loss as Dayton will 
prove, 

The Dayton club may go to Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, a city of 40,000, about 
one-fifth the size of Dayton. Or it 
may be moved to Richmond, Ind. Only 
two cities in the Central league have 
less than 100,000 population, Erie and 
Springtield, and they are close to the 
mark. So Portsmouth or Richmond 
substituted for Dayton would mean a 
decrease of about 150,000 population. 
That isn’t so good and may give Day- 
ton a chance to stay another season. 

Central Does Well. 

On the whole the Central has done 
very well in its first year as a cOme- 
back. 

The Virginia league gave up early 
in the year but another Virginia 
league, a bigger and better one, may 
be back next year. H. P. Dawson, 
owner of the Riehmond franchise be- 
fore the blowoff, and now at Raleigh 
in the Piedmont, is talking up a Vir- 
ginia revival. His idea is to bring in 
Danville and Lynchburg, two sizeable 
cities. Richmond and Norfolk would, 
of course, be included, Petersburg or 
Hopewell would be a member. Hope- 
well, the war town, has been revived 
and is booming. Either Portsmouth 
or Newport News would be the sixth 
member. 

The Southeastern dropped Savannah 
and Albany this season but would like 
to get back with eight clubs for next 
season. Miami may be included and 
Albany may come back. 

Reorganization. 

The Western league is planning a 
reorganization dropping clubs in the 
south and taking in cities back north. 
It is proposed to drop Tulsa, Okla- 
homa City and Amarillo and substi- 
tute Council Bluffs, Sioux City, To- 
peka or Kansas City, Kan. 

The Kansas City, Mo., club in the 
American association may object to a 
Western league club in Kansas City 
unless games can be scheduled when 
the Blues are on the road. 

If Tulsa and Oklahoma City leave 
the Western league they may get into 
the Texas, where they have been 
wanting to be for the last two years. 
That might mean a reorganization in 
the Texas or else carry on with ten 
clubs instead of the usual eight. 

The big handicap the Western 
league has always carried was the 
long jumps between towns. The rail- 
road fare was too heavy.

Shingles as a finish for exterior 
walls are laid in the same manner 
as those used on the roof except that 
they are, laid over tightly-matched 
wall shefthing and a wider exposure 
is permissible. The choice of shingles 
for wall covering is generally deter- 
mined by the architectural design. 
Colonial designs, bungalows and the 


Swiss chalet and prairie style houses 
as well as a number of others are 
equally appropriate when built en- 
tirely of wood. 

For best results edge grain shingles 
should be used. In edge grain shingles 
the annual rings show as approxi- 
mately vertical lines in the end sec- 

The shingles should measure 
less than five shingles to two 
in thickness, measured at the 
or thick ends. 

If shingles are not to be stained, 
soak them thoroughly in water hefore 
applying. If stain is to be used, dip 
‘the drv_ shingles two-thirds their 
‘length in stain and dry again in a 
loose pile. Do not soak them in the 
stain. To secure a uniform color 
add a second coat of stain after lay- 
ing. Use a reliable creosote stain.

For America’s Radio Fans

America’s host°of radio dial twisters, | 
from crystal set to superhet listeners, | 


are promised one of the most enjoy- 


able winters in the annals of broad- | 


casting. 

Members of the Federal Radio com- 
mission, radio engineers and fans who 
have analyzed the new allocation plan, 
are confident that reception will be 
improved for virtually all listeners. 

The 60,000,000 people in the United 
States who live more than 100 miles 
from a broadcasting station and who 
have been harassed by _ heterodynes, 
will derive the greatest benefit from 
the new allocation of stations, the en- 
gineers declare. With 74 of the 90 
channels made available for high grade 
reception, the farm and small town 
listener, as well as the city enthusiast, 
IS assured a variety of programs free 
from whistles caused by station inter- 
ference, 

_ With wide geographical distribu- 
tion of high power broadcasting sta- 
tions operating on cleared channels, 
the set-up provides for first class re- 
ception in all sections of the country. 
Forty-one station channels are dis- 
tributed equally among the five zones. 


The listener on a ranch in Montana, 
in a small town in Missouri, Alabama 
or Connecticut, will be served primar- 
ily by eight high power stations lo- 
cated in his zone and sending pro- 
crams on exclusive wavelengths. Addi- 
tional service will be afforded by re- 
gional and local stations dividing time 
or placed geographically at distances 
designed to reduce interference. 
While all elasses of listeners will 
benefit by the new allocation. the 
farmers will gain the most, said Dr. 
J. H. Dellinger, chief engineer of the 
commission. “They will not only be 


able to receive more stations reliably | 


without interference but practically all 
points on the dial will be free from the 
pest of heterodyne whistles. The city 
listeners will gain through heterodyne 
free reception of their local stations 
and also reception of distant stations 
free from interference.” 

One factor in the new allocation is 
expected to be a temporary source of 
trouble and annoyance to both station 
operators and listeners. It is the 
change in frequencies, or wavelengths, 
of stations. To some fans, however, 
the making' of new logs and the search 
for familiar, distant stations on new 
frequencies will add zest to a favorite 
pastime,

Playgrounds Aid 
Property Values, 
Report Indicates 


_— -—- --- 


While it is generally recognized that 
parks inerease adjacent real estate 
values the prevalent notion that play- 
grounds: decrease values is scouted in 
a report on public recreation which 
has just been issued by the Regional 
Plan of New York and its environs. 

The report, which is based on the 
results of five or’six years of research, 
gives the results of investigation as to 
the values of land adjacent to seven 
playgrounds in Manhattan and two in 
Brooklyn. Playgrounds do not “cause 
any retardation in the natural rise of 
land values and in some instances may 
be responsible for a considerable: in- 
crease in value,’ the report states. 
Playgrounds located in business and 
industrial neighborhoods seem slow in 
enhancing values, but quite other re- 
sults are found in residential sections, 

(a) Small plots used as Playgrounds 
appear to have little effect one way 
or the other on surrounding values. 

(b) Large plots, when in a wholly 
residential district, increase the values 
of the bordering property in somewhat 
the same manner as do parks. 

(c) There have been no decreases 
in. land valirves on the blocks border- 
ing the playgrounds after the acqui- 
sition of the playgrounds. 

(d) Increases in land values around 
playgrounds take place more uniform- 
ly when all sides of the playground 
are zoned for residential purposes 
only. The playgrounds which are well 
landscaped, planted, equipped and su- 
pervised are the ones around which 
land values are mostly likely to show 
a substantial increase.

of the country wherever inaugurated. 

‘The memorial park plan eliminates 
all tombstones, monuments, raised 
graves or mounds and other structures 
regarded as disfiguring the burial 
grounds and obscuring the original 
layout devised by the landscape archi- 
tects,” Mr. Davis stated. ‘“‘Cemeter- 
ies of the memorial park plan have 
bronze tablets, level with the ground, 
placed over each grave as an enduring 
memorial to the departed one. This 
plan has been recognized as a great 
step forward in the Wevelopment of 
cemetery property,’ the new president 
of the Hollywood company remarked. 

Hollywood cemetery, which is one 
of the oldest in 
a portion that dates back to 1890 and 
contains the graves of many promi- 
nent Georgia families, comprises about 
175 acres. While the old portion that 
contains some 7,500 graves is being 
renovated, the major portion of the 
company’s work is being centered on 
a parcel of 25 acres, the new tract 
that will be developed along the me- 
morial park system, Mr. Davis 
Backed by Detroit capital, 
$100,000 is to be expended on the 
acre tract over a period of six months, 
the executive stated. The cemetery 
property is to be developed in units 
of 25 acres as demand for lots justi- 
fies, this portion of the project ‘repre- 
senting an investment of $300,000, it 
was estimated. The plans call for 
an artistic receiving vault, to be econ- 
strueted at a later date, at a cost of 
$30,000. Work being carried forward 
now includes laying of underground wa- 
ter works for automatic sprinkling of 
the grounds, construction of concrete 
retaining walls for the triple terrace 
effect, buflding of hard-syrfaced roads 
and bridges and sodding and seeding 
the lawns. 

“In the north people are taking 
rapidly to the new memorial = park 
planned cemeteries, due to their per- 
manent beauty and perpetual Jand- 
scape arrangement,” Mr. Davis stated. 
- “The past ten years have seen many 
changes in our modes and standards 
of living. The upheavals through 
which the world has passed have 
changed old and obsolete ideals and 
customs; modern ideas have supplant- 
ed the ancient. This is especially 
true in the western hemisphere where 
man is more progressive than in any 
other portion of the world and with 
these modern changes has come the 
modern memorial park. As the life 
everlasting comes after death, the mod- 
ern cemetery should have as few signs

This is illustrated by the wide 
scope of specialty branches in the 
Georgia Tech. One student may be 
equipping himself for mining en- 
gineering, .another for mechanical 
engineering, another for civil en- 
gineering, or architecture, or con- 
Struction, and so on. 

In the studies for the professions 

the same differentiation is required 
The physicians are highly special- 
ized, and so are the lawyers. 
. The institutions for the training 
of teachers find Specialization im 
perative. One student may want to 
be especially trained to instruct in 
one branch of Study, and another 
in some other branch, etc. 

Behind all of this educationa? 
Specialization there necessarily must 
be the fundamentals, and all insti- 
tutions make this compulsory. For 
instance, the Georgia Tech will not 
attempt to equip a Student in any 
branch of polytechnics who is not 
well rounded in general education. 

It is an éncouraging sign of the 
time to see this great impetus in 
education, and the general recogni- 
tion of the fact that it is little less 
than criminal on the part of any

CRISP ON DYER BILL. 

In a remarkably stormy and force- 
ful address that is* being delivered 
in various sections of Georgia by 
Representative Charles R. Crisp, of 
‘the third district, especial ,refer- 
ence is made to the republican plat- 
form’s demand for the passage of 
the Dyer anti-lynching bill. 

Little attention has been given to 
this ._plank of the republican plat- 
form by any of the democratic 
speakers, and yet to southerners it 
is of the most impelling importance. 

It was intended as a direct blow 
at the south, although lynchings are 
not confined to the south, and no 
law-abiding, self-respecting citizen 
of any section, or of any race, will 
condone lynchings under any cir- 
cumstances.

Celebrating Another Anniversary of My 
Conversion From the Wild Life , 


Washington, September 15.—(Spe-] 


cial).—It was 43 years ago tonight

But. the vast majority are | 
quite aware that such an aim is not | 
practical politics, Germany has not, 
the power, and the German people as| 
such have not the will, to make war.: 

For them Locarno has definitely | 
settled the western boundaries, On! 
the east it is different. Few Ger- 
mans have any idea of accepting the 
Polish corridor, the Silesian boundar- 
ies or the exclusion of Austria as 
permanent arrangements. All these 
they are resolved to change. 

But not by war. Locarno repre- 
sents a sincere abandonment of that 
method in the east as well as in the 
west. The Germans have complete 
confidence in their case and in their 
strategie position. They are sure that, 
as the years roll by and new stresses 
and strains are set up in the Kurope- 
an political structure, diplomacy, in 
and out of the league, will secure for 
them-what they want without resort 
to military methods. 

For the present their hearts are set 
upon two things—the evacuation of 
the Rhineland and the final settle- 
ment of the reparations problem. In 
other words, they want political and 
financial liberty. They are determined 
to resist any further concessions of 
any kind unless foreign troops leave 
German soil.. On the other hand, they 
are willing to make sacrifices to secure 
this much desired end. But these sac- 
rifices will be the sacrifices of peace 
and not the sacrifices of war. 


While these two great issues—the 
republic at home and pearee abroad—— 
have been definitely settled, the rest: 
of the internal polities of Germany | 
remains a picture puzzle. The Ger- 
mans are an opinionated lot and do 
not easily sacrifice their own ideas 
to make common cause with others. 
This is in large part the explanation 
of the fact that some 52 different po- 
litical parties competed for seats in 
the reichstag last May. ‘These par- 
ties were formed about innumerable 
issues — political, economic, religious, 
personal and financial. ‘ 

Nevertheless, there is hope that this 
hodgepodge will gradually simplify it- 
self. To the detached observer there 
would appear to be some real reason 
for four parties in Germany. First, a 
conservative party, which would in- 
clude landowners, the great industrial- 
ists and those who still hanker after 
the old regime. -Second, there would 
be a liberal party representing the 
ereat mass of the bourgeoisie, stanch 
supporters of the republic and _ the 
Stresemann policies and firm in their 
adherence to the principles of private 
property and individual initiative.

The Puzzle of a Personality 


Last May when I was in England, 
I went up to old Bedford town to 


speak at the tercentenary celebration 

of the birth of 

John Bunyan. 

There are so many 

interesting places 

to visit in the old 

world, such as art 

galleries, eathe- 

drals, museums and 

battle grounds, but 

nothing is quite so 

thrilling to me as a 

pilgrimage to the 

birthplace of some 

great personality, 

whose contribution 

to the world has 

= ) . made his name live 

in the memories of men. In this news- 

paper age in which we live, when 

names pass in a panorama of head- 

lines across the front pages of our 

great dailies—the center of interest, 

today, forgotton tomorrow—it is truly 

astounding to think that a tinker could 

so live in an English village in the 

seventeenth century, that his name 

would be remembered three hundred 

years afterwards wherever the English 
language is spoken. 

Heredity. 
With what:keen interest I wander- 
ed around the natal haunts of John 


Bunyan, One may stand’in the cen- 
ter of Bedford, and almost circle with 
the vision of his eyes the limited hori- 
zon within which the body of this 
remarkable man moved. With a little 


imagination, one can reconstruct his 


village life, peopling the narrow 
streets with those with whom he came 


in contact. Then when I remembered 
that this mender of pots and pans of 
the seventeenth century, lives immor- 
tal: in the theught of the twentieth 
century, I found myself paraphrasing 
in sceptical wonder the exclamation 
of the Nazarene villagers when Jesus 
came home: “Is not this the tinker, 
the son of Thomas and Margaret, and 
did not his brothers and sisters live 
among us? Whence has he these won- 
derful works?” 

Here is an age-old mystery, the 
puzzle of a personality. How eager- 
ly we delve into the recorded history 
of the great ones, searching their an- 
cestry, scrutinizing their environments, 
hoping to find something in the par- 
entage, or place, or vocation, to ac- 
counn for their agecomplishments. Thus 
would we explain our MShakespears 
and Lincolns, our Burnses and Bun- 
yans. How eagerly the biographers 
of Bunyan seize upon the meager testi- 
mony, that some of the forbears of 
sSunyan were people of “respectable 
importance” in their community. Then 
with wise satisfaction, they repeat 
the timeworn creed, “blood will tell,” 
and feel that they have solved the 
mystery of this miracle man. How 
futile! In the presence of this tinker, 
who dreamed such marvelous, dreams, 
with his past shrouded in obscurity, 
whence came his visions? 

Environment. 
Turning from questioning his _hered- 


ity, to the place where Bunyah lived 


practically his entire life, in the 
narrowed village experiences of the 


seventeenth century, the mystery is 
all the deeper. Let those who teach 
that one’s life is molded by his en- 
vironment and the victim of his sur- 
roundings, study the life of John Bun- 
yan. If one’s environment is limited 
to the circle of his five senses, we 
might well ask, “Can any good thing 
come out of Nazareth,” or Bedford, 
or ten thousand other communities 
of the world? Let us learn from 
Bunyan that a man need not live 
within the limitations of his eyes and 
ears, his hands and feet.- He liver 
within the radius of his knowledge 
and emotions, his imagination and his 
aspirations. “John Bunyan’s body was 
environed by a seventeenth century 
village, and for more than a dozen 
years was imprisoned in a jail. Yet 
his spirit was -free to lead the world 
on that immortal pilgrimage from 
earth to the Celestial City. 

When the Nazarenes asked, “Is not 
this the carpenter,” they really meant 


he is a carpenter-kind of a man and 
should live a carpenter-kind of life. 
Thus would we often identify a man’s 
personality with, and limit. his life 
to, his vocation. So when . John 
Bunyan was brought before the au- 
thorities they asked, “are you not a 
tinker? Then stop preaching and 
lead a tinker’s life.’ The supreme 
blunder and deadly crime which these 
men attempted to perpetrate, was that, 
having defined the personality of this 
poet-prophet in terms of his vocation, 
they fried to limit and determine his 
life to fit their definition. 
Freedcm of Spirit. 

Of parentage, . natal 
vironment, and daily tasks, do play a 
potent part in fashioning the _ per- 
sonality. In a real sense every man 
is born a prisoner of the flesh, limited 
to the five senses within.a visible, 
tangible and audible world. This is 
the guantlet thrown at the feet of the 
spirit. Shall he master or be mas- 
tered by this environment? That day 
when John Bunyan said to the au- 
thorities, “If I am released today, I 
will preach tomorrow’’—it makes no 
difference what itewas that he would 
preach, save that his soul would utter 
its deepest convictions—his spirit was 
free. They put his body in a jail, 
but that which to others would be a 
pit of despair, became to this emanci- 
pated soul a “delectable mountain” 
top, from which his vision swept the 
streets of the Celestial City. 

Sir Arthur Keith said the other 
day that modern science could find 


no evidence of a dual function of the 
brain—no distinction between mind 
and brain. Of course that is true. 
Could the brain of a Shakespeare, a 
Milton, or a Bunyan, be examined by 
the light of the accumulated knowl- 
edge of physical science, there would 
not be revealed the faintest suggestion 
of the: existence of ‘Midsummer 
Night’s Dream,” “Paradise Lost,” or 
“Pilgrims Progress.” °Nevertheless, 
these immortal dreams are as real 
as the Himalaya mountains. Whence

I am sure there is not a fertilizer: 
manufacturer who in making up his 
formulas for fertilizers does not in- 
clude more than enough material to 
make his complete fertilizer come up 
to his guarantee.

‘Use of Filler.. 

There is a great deal. of misunder- 
standing about the use of a certain 
percentage of filler in fertilizers. L 
will offer an explanation of the use 
of filler. In making up fertilizer un- 
der any guarantee whatever, material 
cannot be procured that will bring 
out when the fertilizer is assembled 
and mixed the exact guarantee wanted 
so that when ai sufficient quantity 
of high grade material has been used 
to obtain the desired guarantee, the 
difference between the materials used 
and 2,000. pounds must be made up 
of something. For this purpose we 
have been using a swamp humus, 
when needed, and we suppose possi- 
bly other manufacturers have used 
something similar. There is no disad- 
vantage at all in this. In fact, it 
would be most unsatisfactory to use 
high grade materials without dilut- 
ing them because these high grade ma- 
terials if not diluted would do a erop 
a great deal of damage and they must 
be diluted for the safety of the farmer. 
This material for diluting is spoken 
of as “filler.” The bulk of all fertilizer 
is filler at last. A fertilizer contain- 
ing 15 to 16 per cent of plant food 
is considered a high grade fertilizer.

This is to repudiate the teaching 
of the New Testament, turn the clock 
of religious kistory back two thou- 
sand years, and return to the shadows 
that vanished when Christ came, and 
even to go back to the blood of bulls 
and goats. This is an abhorrent doc- 
trine and we turn from it with loath- 
ing.” Absolute reliance is placed in 
the physical foree of militarism. 

The brutality of militarism loses

progressive man in public life today.” 

Judge Crisp quoted not in the same 
words, but of the same character, com- 
pliments Governor Smith from 
Francis Peabody, a Protestant phil- 
anthropist, who had known Governor 
Smith 20 years, who stated “that he 
had made a splendid governor of New 
York and that he knew he would make 
a great president of the United 
States.”’ A high-compliment to Gover- 
nor Smith’s character was paid by 
Hon. Charles E. Hughes, a former re- 
publican candidate for president and 
former chief justice of the supreme 
court of the United States. The com- 
pliment is quoted at length in Judge 
Crisp’s speech but omitted here for 
lack of space. 

Governor Smith's high character was 
praised in recent speeches by Senator 
W. J. Harris, Senator George, Judge 
Adamson, Hon. Hoke Smith and many 
others, and Dr. Straton expects us 
to believe his unsupported statements 
that “Alfred E. Smith is the deadliest 
foe in America today of the forces of 
moral progress and true political wis- 
dom.” 

Dr. Straton studied that sentence 
out very carefully so that it could be 
‘quoted. If he was willing to have it 
criticized and replied to why did he 
not accept the challenge of Tom Hari- 
wick? 

The only argument against Gover- 
nor Smith is that of prohibition. He 
proposes to suggest to congress how 
to modify the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead law. If congress does 
not choose to make the amendments 
he suggests then no harm is done and 
he will enforce the laws that are on 
the statute books. It will be well in 
considering any modification of the 
Volstead law that Christ's first mir- 
acle was changing water into wine and 
giving the guests wine to drink, and 
in His last supper on earth He gave 
His disciples wine to drink.

Mrs. John E. Talmage, Jr.,. Athens, 
Ga., custodian of the United Thank 
Offering of the Episcopal diocese of 
Atlanta, submits the following ar- 
ticle: : ; 

Approximately 100,000 women of 
the Episcopal church will be repre- 
sented at the great Washington 
triennial October 11 at noble St. 
Auburn’s cathedral, overlooking the 
capitol. There they will pour out 
rich treasures of loving gifts—we call 
the united thank offering. 

“Offering” implies much that even 
“sift” lacks, while such terms as 
“dues,” “fees,” “apportionments” and 
“assessments’ are grossly materiatis- 
tic beside it. An “offering” is some- 
thing given out of the fullness of 
the heart; not as an attempt to pay 
or to “even up” obligations, not as 
a grudging experiment as to how lit- 
tle a person may decently be let off 
with, but as something—usually mon- 
ey—tentatively and humbly offered to 
God in gratitude. Our offering 1s but 
one part of the whole, for His accept- 
ance and gracious blessing supplement 
and complete our share in it. 

Such is the united thank offering 
of the great missionary society of 
the American Episcopal church, 
known familiarly as the woman's aux- 
iliary. More and more has this be- 
come an offering in the full sense, for 
the Good God has accepted it, He 
has blessed it, and is ever pouring a 
rich blessing on this gift.

When Justice Triumphed

had studied the career ot H. H. 

Holnres, who tried much the 

sort of trick many years avo, he might 

have gathered a few pointers in th 

art of murder. Unfortunately fo 

himself, however, Lefkowitz was not 
studiously inclined. 
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His crime was a horrible one, as 
Cruel as any in recent years, and few 
will deny that justice has done 
an excellent job in disposing 
of him. Had he succeeded in 
this instance, as the diaboli- 
cal *Holmes succeeded so 
many times, there is no tell- 
ing how much farther his 
overpowering -. greed might 
have swept him along the 
path of murder. It is highly 
unlikely that he would have 
quit with this case. 

Holmes persuaded Benja- 
min F, Pitezel, his temporary 
partner and mesmeric subject, 
to aid him in a body-snatching 
insurance swindle, a trick at 
which the master criminal 
was extremely adept. The 
idea was to procure a corpse, 
distigure it, have Pitezel dis- 
appear, and then claim Pite- 
zel’s insurance. 

Holmes did obtain a corpse 
and did disfigure it. But the victim 
was Pitezel. 

It was this crime, coupled with the 
subsequent killing of Pitezel’s young 
children, that snared Holmes and sent 
him ultimately to the gallows. 

Lefkowitz was thirty-eight when he 
met Benjamin Goldstein in t923. 

Goldstein was born in 1905 in the 
province of Minsk. He was the 
youngest of seven children. When 
he was nine years old, his family emi- 
grated to this country and settled in 
New York at 2 Clinton street, in the 
lower east,sides The father obtained 
work as a Clothing operative. 

Benny went to school until he 
16, in the meanwhile working 
time in a Clinton street shop 
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rented men’s dress suits, and then b 


came a salesman of women’s hats. 
He did well, made good money, and 
gave all but five dollars a week to his 
mother. He was a happy ai - 
tionate youngster, and he had I 
tinct flair for business. 

Then when he was 
met Lefkowitz, ‘and 
was not the same bov. 

Soon afterward the Goldsteins 
moved up into the Bronx to live. The 
boy’s earnings became irregular and 
his contributions to the household 
stopped. Lefkowitz. developed

him. His father and nrother urge 
him to break with the man, but Ben- 
ny stayed on, assuring them _ that 


Letkowitz had big ideas and would * 


make a lot of money before long. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goldstein bécame 
uneasy about it. They had come to 
the conclusion that Lefkowitz was a 
bad influence. They decided that 
there was something evil, something 
unwholesome, in his looks. He was 
a short, heavy set, swarthy man with 
blacx hair and small black eyes—his 
eves were particularly offensive. But 
the parents could not break the man’s 
hold on their son. 


Lefkowitz went bankrupt, started 
a vending company with slot ma- 
chines in Connecticut and went bank- 
rupt again. Then he set Benny up tn 
a knit goods and hosiery business in 
Port Chester—stocked ‘the shop with 
goods stolen from his other place on 
Clinton .street—and in a few months, 
white the boy was in Boston, the Port 
Chester shop was destroyed by fire. 

Sometimes young Benny would 
come home and weep and say that 
he would surely break with Lefkowitz. 
But four years passed, and he did not 
break away. 

We come now to the revealing of 
Lefkowitz’s great scheme—and to its 
execution. 

As early as August, 1923, the boy 
took cut a $1,000 policy, and there- 
after he kept taking out more insur- 
ance until at the age of 22 he was in- 
sured for $70,000. n the first in- 


which was to pick him up and carry 
him off to a place of hiding. He had 
a valise with his clothes. ‘He had told 


his family he was going’ away and rot 


to expect him back for Some timé. 

Benny could not swim. . He strug- 
gled wildly to keep afloat. One of 
those in the boat threw a rope over- 
board, but it did not fall near Gold- 
stein. No motorboat approached. 
The rowboat stayed at: a distance. 
Benny screamed and then sank be- 
neath the waters of the bay.

The scheme was to stage a take 
drowning, have Benny disappear and 
then collect. With the death by acci- 
dent clause in the policies the insur- 
ance would total $140,000—a nice, 
fat sum. 

Lefkowitz enlisted the aid of two 
other young men—lIrving Rubinzahl, 
22, and Harry Greenberg, 17. These 
two were to go rowing with Benny in 
Gravesend bay, near Coney Island, 
and serve as the witnesses of the 
“drowning.” Instead of really drown- 
ing; however, the boy was to be res- 
cued by Lefkowitz in a motorboat. 
It wis planned that Benny should go 
to Honolulu and remain there in hid- 
until Letkowitz collected the in- 
ANC. 
Qn the night of August 25-26, 
1927, Goldstein, Rubinzanl and 
Greenverg slept in a boat at Coney 
Island’and in the morning donned 
‘“athine suits and hired a rowboat. 
towird the motorboat 
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and told the story of Benny’s 


the homicide squad and _ Detective 
Vance F. Parkinson, of the harbor 
squad, were put to work on the case 
with the result that the next morning 
David and Samuel Goldbstein, broth- 
ers of the drowned youth, appeared at 
the office of District Attorney Dodd 

"S associa- 
tion with Lefkowitz. 

“As soon as we heard Benny was 
drowned, we knew Lefkowitz had 
something to do with it,” said David 
Goldstein. ‘‘We went to see him 
about it and he told us to keep out 
of it, that we couldn’t do anything 
now. He pulled us out into the hall 
and said, ‘Ihe only way I can square 
it is to give one-half of the insurance 
money to your father to keep your 
mouths shut. You’re a poor family. 
You can’t fight this case. I’\. got 
plenty of money to fight it.’ ”’ 

The first arrest was that of young 
Greenberg and the police very quick- 
ly obtained a story from him. He 
said that he had no idea that Benny 
was to be murdered. He said that 
shortly before they started out in the 
rowboat Rubinzahi told him that he 
was “going to do something to Ben- 
ny.”’ He said Rubinzahl told him 
that if he tried to help Goldstein he 
would get bumped off too. 

Rubinzahl, a short, very dark-com- 


plexioned vouth with a nervous, jerky 


* ie 
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manner, surrendered as soon as word 
was sent to his home that he was 
wanted at the district attorney’s of- 
fice. Hé atimitted that he pushed 
Goldstein d6verboard at the instance 
of Lefkowitz, who had paid him $250 
for the job. Lefkowitz, he said, had 
promised him more when the insur- 
ance was paid. He had received $25 
the night before the killing. 

The swarthy Rubinzahl assured the 
police te never would have gone into 
the thing if he hadn’t needed money 
for his sweetheart, Miss Helen Brand- 
wein, a 17-year-old lass of East Third 
Street, New York. 

Lefkowitz, arrested and locked up, 
denied the accusations of the other 
two, and of the Goidstein brothers, 
who, ‘according to the police, admit- 
ted Benny had told them of the 
scheme to defraud the insurance com- 
panies. 

District. Attorney Dodd obtained 
an important-witness in Mrs. Jose- 
phine Aleuta, whose bungalow over- 
looked Gravesend bay. She told the 
police she had seen Lefkowitz and 
Goldstein in the neighborhood of her 
place several times and that on the 
morning of the tragedy, when she was 
aroused by cries for help out on the 
water, she looked out of her window 
and saw a man she recognized as 
Lefkowitz standing on the beach. 

The three prisoners were indicted 
on September 13, immediately ar- 
raigned before Judge Alonzo G. Mc- 
Laughlin, and remanded to Raymond 
street jail to await trial. The 
chief witness before the grand 
jury was Rabbi Moses Pal- 
lack, the cantor who had wit- 
nessed the tragedy. 

On November 28,-Lefko- 
witz. and. Greenberg were 
placed on trial before Sus 
preme Court Justice Harry A. 
Lewis in’ Brooklyn. —Rubin- 
zahl’s trial was scheduled 
later. 

The jury debated the case 
for seven hours and brought 
in a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree for Lef- 
kowitz and an acquittal fos 
Greenberg. That was. De- 
cember 2. 

Five days later Rubinzahf, 
allowed to plead guilty to sec- 
ond degree murder, was sen- 
tenced to twenty years to life 
imprisonment. On the same 
day Lefkowitz was sentenced to die. 

While Lefkowitz awaited the end 
in the death house at Sing Sing, the 
Goldstein: family sued for the $70,< 
000 insurance. Lawyers sought to in- 
terview the doomed man on July 18, 
but he said that, with death so near, 
he wasn’t going to be bothered. 

On the evening of July 18 Joseph 
_etkowitz ate a hearty meal and then 
walked to his death. : |

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head hunters of Porneo.” 
In -these words Dr. Charles 
Hose—ethnologist, entomologist, adven- 
turer and empire builder, now on a 
to this country for the first time since 
1905—describes the so-called savage peo- 
ple among whom he spent the happiest 
and most active vears of his life. 

Pale-faced bookkeepers fall into a 
reverie over ledger pages and dream of 
adventure such as Dr. Hose knew for 
twenty-five years as part of his every- 
day work. His life has had the spice 
and danger of “Treasure Isiand,” the 
challenge and mystery of “Robinson 
Crusoe.” the vision and dream of Cecil 
Rhodes. 

When he went to Borneo in 1084, the 
island was torn with intertriba) warfare. 
Many religious rituals demanded the tak- 
ing-of an enemy's head. To-day these 
formerly turbulent people have been so 
won over that they can be contro'led by 
a small body of native soldiers with 
European officers. Law and order have 
replaced the intertribal feuds, and war- 
like spirits find a vent. in competitive 
boat races. Mutual trust and good will 
exist between peoples who once were bit- 
ter enemies. For a quarter of a century 
Dr. Hose, like many others, faced death 
from wild animals and wilder insects, 
disease and poisoned darts to bring these 
advantages to a simple peop'e, without, 
however, destroying any of the natural 
virtues of their primitive state nor try- 
ing to force on them the ways of an 
alien civilization. 

Borneo'’—the nzme alone is magic. 
Gleaming beaches under tropical skies; 
mysterious rivers fr‘'nged with lush vege- 
tation; mangrove swamps, gloomy jungle 
paths overhung with creepers, echoing 
to monkey chatter; crchids, reptiles, gor- 
geous birds; bamboo huts on stilts in 
open glades, and the shy, wild people 
who dweil in driprving  forests—these 
things seem so far awzy from our every- 
day lives, from subway-trains and filling 
stations and neat back yards, that be- 
lief in their existence is almost a chal- 
lenge to credulity. Mast of our frage- 
mentary knowledge of them has been 
gained from returned missionaries, back 
here just long enough ‘to raise more 
money to convert the: heathen; or from 
romantic-minded varn weavers who have 
never been beyond the city limits of Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark. 


Both these sources of information have - 


usually insisted on the brutality and sav- 
agery of the primitive man, and have 
described the cannibal and the head 
hunter as the most brutal] and savage of 
all. Now comes Dr. Hose to tell us that 
the head hunters are a noble people, and 
that many of them are’ honest, moral 
and lovable to a degree not often found 
amon& the so-called civilized nations. 


You cannot talk with him long or read \ 
» 


the books he has wriiten about his ex- 
periences among the Borntans without 
realizing that he has for them a great 
admiration and affection. 

At the end cf his second year in Jesus 
College, Cambridge, this scientific ad- 
venturer, through his unrtie, the Bishop 
of Singapore, was offererl «& tadetship in 


tne service ol Sir Cihar.es Brooke, Rajah 
of Sarawak. Rajah Brooke‘was the sec- 
ond of .a series of white Rajahs who 
have governed a strip of: Borneo on the 
northwest coast ever since it was handed 
over in 1841 to their ancestor, Sir James 
Brooke, a voung Englishman, formerly 
in the service of the British East India 
Company, who had devoted his life and 
his fortune to bettering the condition of 
the native inhabitants of this far away 
island. 

When Charles Hose, then’ scarcely 
more than a boy, arrived in Borneo, he 
was given a post at Claudetown, a little 
jungle settlement about two days’ travel 
up the Baram River. The natives were 
shy or openly hostile, many of them still 
resentful of the fact that their country 
had beer. given over by its Malay 
ruler to the British. Many oi the 
tribes were habitual head hunters, 
the acquiring of an enemy's head 
being considered a necessary part 
of almost every important ritual— 
birth, coming of age. marriace or 
burial. 

A less understanding person 
would have attempted to wipe out 
this practice with the sword and 
the gun, but young Hose ap- 
proached it in a gifferent spirit. 

He was like a boy on a lark, with 
a boy’s idealism, freshness of vis- 
ion and love of adventure. He saw 
that. the people he had been sent 
to rule were only grown-up boys 
themselves, still simple and chil!d- 
ish in their outlook on life. With. 
happy inexperience he threw tradi- 
tional red tape aside and won the 
confidence and friendship of the 


. Superstitious, spirit-haunted Bor- 


neans by playing the game with 
them. He had, as one of his 
American friends expressed it, “a 
positive genius for interpreting a 
diseased hog’s liver in a way favor- 

able to the government.” Once he 

kept a disaffected chief, Aban Tingan, 
quiet and well behaved during a crucial 
period by getting possession of a mis- 
shapen hen’'s egg, which the chief greatly 
treasured as a good luck piece, and 
threatening to break it in the event of 
the awner’s misbehavior. 

His greatest accomplishment, though, 
was in stopping the eternal intertribal 
warfare, and this he did, in most cases, 
by peaceful persuasion, sauced with con- 
Siderable inventiveness and shrewdness. 

One of Hose’s first encounters was 
with Aban Jau, chief of the Tinjar Se- 
bops. This fine old savage had been dis- 
gruntied for some time because the Sul- 
tan of Brunei had given the territory 
of the Sebops to the white Rajah of 
Sarawak. His tribe lived many days’ 
journey up the riyer, and he was in- 
clined to do pretty much as he pleased. 
Matters came to a crisis when his wife 
died and he faced the necessity, as every 
pious and faithful husband must, of tak- 
ing the head of one of his enemies as 
the concluding and most important part 
of the funeral ceremony. He therefore 
decided to go on the warpath against 
the people of Balait in Brunei and pro- 
cure from them the necessary trophy.

But some one warned the people of Balai, 
so that plan fell through. 

Aban Jau was then forced to change his 
tactics. He sent ten men to the Sultan 
of Brunei to buy an old slave. Since this 
tottering purchase was so feeble as to be 
hardly marketable for any other purpose, 
the Sultan, in return for two hundred col- 
lars or so paid for him, generously threw in 
a beautiful piece of native cloth of gold 
thread and also a large Chinese vase for 
burial purposes. 

The ancient slave, however, was so weak 
that he could not keep up with the escorting 
party on the return trip; so his captors, be- 
thinking themselves that all they really 
needed was his head, forthwith cut it off and 
proceeded with their ghastly burden, leaving 
his body besidé the: jungle path. 

They reckoned without Charles Hose. Hear- 
ing of the expedition, he went out with his 
men, intercepted them and took them ail 
prisoners to the Resident, by whom they 
were tried, convicted and sent to Kuching to 
await the pleasure of the white Rajah. Aban 
Jau was ordered to pay a fine and his gold 
cloth and vase were confiscated as a pledge. 

The head hunter’s wrath was terrible. From 
his village on the river dire threats came 
down to.Claudetown, and he cpenly boasted 
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that he would kill any European who en- 
tered his territory. Across the river he 
stretced a heavy rattan, on which hung fig- 


ures depicting the things he was going, to 


co to the impudent white man as soon as 
he got him in his clutches. 

“We were told,’ says Hose, “that our bones 
would be devoured by jackals and our flesh 
eaten by eagles. I was gratified to learn 
that my own skin would be carefully cut 
off and converted into a karosé&, or shield, 
and that various parts of my anatomy would 
be made into suitable souvenirs.” 

In the face of this prospect young Hose 
decided to go, unarmed and alone, into the 
camp of the enraged chieftain. 

So with a crew of twenty native men he 
started up the Tinjar River, and after a 
five days’ journey reached the Long House 
of Aban Jau. 

The Bornean Long House is a remarkable 
structure. It is a communal building, perched 
in the air atop big wooden piles, and con- 
sists of a continuous row of square rooms all 
opening on a covered gallery, each room oc- 
cupied by one family. This gallery, on mas- 
sive pillars, which constituted the single 
street of the village. was a quarter of a mile 
long. 

Hose felt that if he could once get inside 


this house unobserved, laws of hoge 
pitality, usually strictly obeyed among 
savages, would protect him as lonz as hé 
was there. So, waiting till the gray light 
of dawn, he hid his boat in the thick 
vegetation of the river bank and then 
proceeded cautiously, with two native 
followers, to ascend the ladder leading 
to the Long House. None of the inmates 
noticed his approach. so that before they 
realized he was there. he had taken his 
seat on the dais in the ‘long gallery, a 
place reserved for the ceremonious re- 
ception of visitors 
A few minutes later his presence was 
discovered and the high pitched village 
sprang into action. Naked bronze war- 
riors crowded around him and there was 
great talk and excitement. The stately 
savage, Aban Jau, came from his 
quarters. Hose had already noticed 
that the chieftain’s room was dis- 
tinguished from those of his fol- 
lowers by a heavily carved wooden 
door on which was this inscrip- 
tion: 

“This is the door of Tama Long, 
the Rajah who exercises authority 
over the country of the Tinjar.” 

“Tama Long” was the name used 
by the chieftam up to the time of 
his wife’s death. It means “Father 
of Long” ‘a daughter). After the 
passing of his wife he took the 
name “Aban,” meaning “widower.” 
This system of naming still ob- 
tains in Borneo, and would seem 
to indicate that the Borneans were 
several steps beyond even the Lucy 
Stone Leaguers! 

In answer to excited queries, 
Hose assured Aban Jau that his 
mission was peaceful, and when 
the fighters crowding round ob- 
served that he was entirely with- 
out arms, they accepted his word 
and rested their spears. The white 
man explained that the English 
did not believe in head hunting, 

The chief of the Sebops was voluble; 
he did not admit the right of the white 
man to make a law for his. people. 
“What right,’ said he, “had the Sultan 
to hand us over to the Rajah? We are 
wild creatures of the forest—none of 
his poultry yard. ighting I have lived, 
and I will die fighting.” After a little 
more argument he added excitedly: 
“When my time comes and I am laid 
to rest on the hillside of my farm, how 
can I pass over the great Tree-Trunk 
that bridges Death, if no head has been 
taken on my behalf and there is no 
one to accompany my soul across the 
mountain to the shades of Apo Laggan?” 

This was a matter, he was assured, 
that would havé to\be discussed with the 
white Rajah. with me,” said 
Charles ;

suasion a few minutes longer. He was 
ereatly moved. Finally he said, with 
feeling, “I am as the wood. The Rajah 
is like the fire. How can the wood with- 
stand the fire?” 

Then, rising from the mat to his feet, 
and trembituig with half-suppressed emo- 
tion, he cried in a sheking voice, “Tuar 


I will trust vou. I will go with you to 
meet the Rajah. But premise me this 
one thing first: that I shall be allowed 
to return to my home again, and that 
Ab@n Semuni and my men who have 
been dctained shall be returned once 
again to me.” 

This was promised, and the old chief- 
tain, accompanied by -a number of his 
men, went with the very young white 
man several days’ journey down the river 
tc the courthouse. 

When Aban Jau met the white Rajah 
in the courthouse, he gave to his superior 
a sword, with the simple statement that 
now he would need swords no longer. In 
return, the Rajah promised to protect 
him from his enemies: When they 
parted the white man shook hands and 
said, “Aban Jau, don’t forget me.” In- 
Stantly the old chief drew himself up 
to his full height and replied, “Rajah, 
when I forget the daylight, only then 
shall I forget you.” 

As this doughty old warrior ap- 
proached his end he could not refrain 
from worrying about how he was going 
to get a head for Iis-own funeral. This 
fear he cOmmunicated to his white 
friend, and Hose suggested that the gods 
would probably be quite satisfied if he 
borrowed the head of one of his former 
enemies which had long been hanging 
in a rreighboring village. 

Thus was started the custom of bor- 
rowing heads for ceremonial occasions 
instead of getting fresh ones. By under- 
standing and shrewd diplomacy the 
young Englishman had won a _bloodless 
victory and helped to break up a savage 
custon.. 

This peaceful conquest to the Sebops 
was the first of many by which Dr. Hose 
brought the incessant intertribal war- 
fare to an end and won native obedi- 
ence to English rule. His power of 
looking into the simple, childlike mind 
cf the savage and understanding its 
reactions, enabled him to win the con- 
fidence of the natives. 

His greatest tour de force, however. 
was the-.introduction of the Oxford and 
Cambridge athletic spirit as a substitute 
tor tribal warfare. The two groups of 
natives living on the Baram and the 
Tinjar rivers had.a blood feud of long 
standing, and worked off their warlike 
energy, at more or less regular. inter- 
vels, by a contest to see which tribe 
wouid cut off the most heads belonging 
to the rival group. Dr. Hose, with 
memories of hard fought races on the 
River Thames, induced the savages to give 
vent to their competitive spirits by an 
intertribal boat race instead of the usual 
head hunting. They were invited to 
oather at a monster peace meeting, the 
high point of which would be a.race. 

And what a race! The peaceful banks 
of the Thames never saw anything like it. 
ahe idea was taken up by all the tribes 
with great enthusiasm, and months be- 
fore the event the forests rang with the 


‘sound of primitive axes felling the giant 


trees from which the boats were to be 
built. 

Boats were no new idea to the Bor- 
neans, as they were almost their only 
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means of travel. Their 
purpose was formerly for fighting, and 
almost every village possessed one. 
They were the hollowed trunks. ot 
huge trees, and were from 100 to 150 
feet long, about three and a halt. feet 
wide at bow and stern and six or seven 
feet amidship. From sixty to seventy 
warriors, sitting two abreast, manned 
each boat. : 

For the first Grand Challenge a 
prize of $200 was offered and twen- 
ty-two boats were entered. At the 
appointed time the tribes began to 
gather. Five thousand of the Baram 
people and some three thousand ot 
the Madangs (hill folk) were en- 
camped in leaf and mat shelters on 
the open space near the’ meeting 
place. Other tribes were quartereJ 
around. 

As the appointed day approached 
there began to be considerable anx- 
iety because none of the people ot 
the Tinjar had shown up. Had the: 
seized this occasion, every one saad 
treacherously to attack the almost de- 
Serted village 2s of their enemies? 

Suddenly, when anxiety had reach- 
ed a high pitch, a shout went up. 
Ts 'irongs, with the main mass ot 
the Tinjar tribes, were coming down 
the broad, straight reach of water. 

After warlike maneuvers in which 
nobody was hurt—a necessary pre- 
liminary to Bornean peace-making— 
the day came for the great race. With 
some difticulty the twenty-two giant 
boats were lined up... At the signal 
they leaped across the line in a cloud 
of spray as 1,200 paddles struck the 
water.

For, as Dr. Hose 
these primitive tribes have a 
very ieal beauty and lavableness. 
They are man in his unspoiled child- 
heed. He devoted many of his spare 
hours to studying them and the coun- 
trv of which they are a part. What 
he learned of the people themselves, 
their customs, beliefs and mental apti- 
tudes. Dr. Hose has told in two fascl- 
nating books, ‘Fifty Years of Ro- 
mance and Research’? and ‘Natural 
Man: A Record From Borneo.” 

He made a special study of the va- 
rious tlibes and their characteristics. 
The Ibans, he deciares, “are a vain, 
dressy, boastful, excitable, not, to say 
frivolous, people. The Iban does not 
Steal -nd does not lie. He is an agree- 
able companion and a useful citizen.” 

The shyest and most primitive of 
all the tribes are the Punans. They 
have no homes and no property, and 
their only source of food is wild sago, 
forest fruits and game which they can 
kill with their blowpipes. In_ this

hunting they do not even have dogs 
to help them. 

How a Bornean ever reaches old 
age on the precarious dependence ol 
a blowpipe is not so difficult to un- 
derstand wien Dr. Hose has described 
some of the other extremely ingeni- 
ous hunting methods in use by the 
natives. No man with half their in- 
ventiveness need ever again be afraid 
of being shipwrecked on an uninhabit- 
ed island. There are, for instance. 
the turtles. When a huge turtle is 
found tloating asleep on the surface 
of the sea, the business is very simple 
indeed. A native ties a rope around 
his waist, dives in and clasps the tur- 
tle around the middle. Friends at the 
other end of the rope draw in the 
human hook and its catch. 

But if the turtle is loitering coyly 
on the river bottom, operations are 
more complicated and also. slightly. 
reminiscent of the hunting of the

waters, which looks some- 
thing like a small mackerel but has a 
powerful sucker attached to the top 
of his head. Yo the tail of this little 
fish a string is firmly tied and he ts 
thrown back in his native element. 
Anxious to escape, he makes for the 
turtle and adheres to the shell with his 
sucker. The string is then pulled gent- 
ly and the whereabouts of the turtle 
is ascertained. Then the turtle and 
attached fish are eased into shallow 
water and the rest Is easy. 

Bornean inventiveness, however, 
does not end there. ‘On one occa- 
sion,’”’ says Dr. Hose, “‘a party of sev- 
eral natives and myself stopped to 
rest near a deep pool below a water- 
fall, about 2,000 feet up on the moun- 
tain side, and I found that the pool 
contained small fish, which adhered 
to the stones by means of suckers on 
their breasts. We tried to catch the 
fish with our hands, but without suc- 
cess. Then one of the Ibans_ pro- 
duced, trom heaven knows where, a 
piece of brass wire and a short length 
Dt string which he had made from the 
bark of a tree; but we were not much 
better off, Because we could find no 
worms and therefore had no bait. The 
Iban, however, proceeded to cut small 
pieces of skin from the sole of his 
toot, and since the fish were unable 
to resist such a daintv morsel we 
caught several.”’ 

Dr. Hose interested himseif in the 
health problems of the people, and 
had much to do with the discovery 

the CauSe of beri-beri. He inyesti- 
gated the oil-bearing properties of the 
istand and pushed this development 
so vigorously that, where a few years 
azo there was only a virgin forest, 
Sarawak now has the largest oil field 
in the British empire 

He still retains, at 65, an almost 
freshness of vision. Asked by 
some one to give the secret of his 
success, he said, -“‘l am-afraid I have 
no secret beyond taking things light- 
heartedly.
